Jones, general agent. 
Verdemont, Cucamonga, Devore, 
Etiwanda and Fontana are expect-

of grapes from this district this 
week. 

Although grape shipping started 
earlier this year than in 1924, the 
total cars of grapes shipped dur- 
ing the month of August last year 
was 48 cars, as compared to $1 
cars for the same period this year. 
Etiwanda took the lead for Aug: 
ust shipping of grapes in the im- 
mediate territory last. year by 
shipping 26 cars. 

Indications at this time, abcont: 
ing to traffic’ officials, show that 
the mark for 1,416 cars of grapes 
shipped during the month of Sep- 
tember last year should be sur- 
passed this season. Close to 500 
cars of grapes are expected to 
shipped from Cucamonga _ alone, 
while other large shipping points 
such as the Guasti station, Ontario 
and Etiwanda will show a 10 to 
15 per cent increase over. last 
year, reports claim. 

A survey of the county shows 
that approximately 35,000 acres 
have ‘been planted in grapes this 
year, and consorvative estimates 
have been placed at more than 
4,000 cars.

Sunset Magazine poses the question: ‘‘Are 
you a law-breaker 2 Of course you are! How 
could you hope to obey all the laws passed by 
your city, your state, and your national con- 
gress? If you should employ the most able 
lawyer in the land to guide you he could not 
read fast enough to keep informe: as to the 
new legislation and multiplicity of court de- 
cisions.’”’ Since we can’t even hope 
to know what all the laws are it follows tha*t 
we must violate many of them, says the rnaga- 
zine. 

Charles Alexander, editor of the Albany, 
Oregon, Democrat, poet, novelist, eritie lit- 
erary editor, says the truth is quite as Sunset 
has stated it, we have reached a state of mind 
where we must, by the terms of necessity, use 
our own discretion and be our own judges of 
what is proper and what is wrong. The fact 
that a thing is law no longer impresses Us, 

‘The man who eraves a drink and 
ean get it,’’ says the magazine, ‘‘feels no 
moral restrain. Tell him that he is a law- 
breaker and he will laugh and cite instances 
to prove that you, too, are a law-breaker.”’ 

This is an indictment hard to escape, 
says philosopher Alexander. It is a true in- 
dietment, one into which enters not alone the 
idle pomposity of American laws in trivial 
matters, but also the official lack of recogni- 
tion of fundamental tendencies in the indi- 
vidual which make toward his decent treat- 
ment of his fellow citizen.’ Hear 
him further: ‘““Take the traffic law. If forty 
miles an hour is needed to make the hill right 
ahead on high gear, and the way is clear and 
safe, nine-tyfive per cent of drivers will speed 
to forty miles or more. It is a matter of their 
own judgment. A regard for funda- 
mentals is the greatest attribute of any fun- 
damentally free people, the enforcement of 
detailed regulations is a sign of the unfree 
serf. 

‘“‘The more laws that are passed the less ef- 
feetive they will become.’’ Truth is the mid- 
dle ground, the no-man’s land where so few 
men ever venture. Law is good. Too little 
law is bad. Too much law is bad. A sensi- 
ble amount of law is just right. . . . In 
America we have .altogether too much law, 
and illustrations cited are merely examples of 
what obtains in a dozen other departments of 
daily endeavor.

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Stuffed Cabbages 

2 cabbages, 14 pound of minced 
ham, % teaspoonful of salt, 1-8 
teaspoonful of pepper, 2 table- 
spoonfuls of dried bread crumbs, 
4 tablespoonfuls of cream, 1% 
pints of milk. 

Select small, compact heads of 
summer cabbage weighing about 
a pound each. With a sharp 
knife cut out the tough stem ends, 
saving the very ends for plugs. 
Then hollow the cabbages out 
slightly. Make a filling by mixing 
together the ham, aslt, pepper, 
bread crumbs and cream. Three 
tablespoonfuls of melted — butter 
may be used instead of the cream. 
Pack the cavities of the cabbages 
neatly with this filling, replace the 
plugs, and tie each in a piece of 
netting or coarse cheese cloth. 
Drop them into a kettle of the 
milk boiling with an equal quan- 
tity of water. All milk ‘may be 
used or beef stock, as preferred. 
Season the liquid with a teaspoon- 
ful of salt and a quarter teaspoon- 
ful of pepper. Cook until the cab- 
bages are tender. Remove from 
the netti.g and serve at once on 
a hot platter with or without a 
drawn-butter sauce made by thick- 
ening the liquid in which the cab- 
bages were cooked with flour and 
butter rubbed together. Bach cab- 
bage will serve two persons gen- 
erously, so the recipe may be in- 
creased or decreased, according 
to special requirements.

In Her Quest for Some- 
thing New She Turns 
To the Modes of Other 
Years — The Form 
But Not the Spirit is 
Changed. 


ITH the coming of each 
new season speculation is 
rife concerning the styles 
that are to be. Much is 
said of the “creations” of the 
eminent designers that shape each 
new mode through their original 
interpretation of lines, fabrics and 
colors. We ask what the ‘new’ 
things will be, and have come to 
expect something novel and inter- 
esting with each turn of the year. 

A little study, however, reveals 
the fact that the offerings are not 
actual creations but recreations, at 
least in spirit. A merchandise 
manager of many years experience 
has recently said that when a fash- 
ion goes, it never comes back, al- 
though some form of it may return 
or some detail that makes the 
fashion critic reminiscent, 

You will hear, this coming sea- 
son, a deal of the “I-remember- 
when” type of criticism, for fash- 
ion, in her quest for something 
new, has gone into reverse, and is 
resurrecting many quaint ideas 
from the clothes worn years ago, 
and especially the silhouette is 
proving that old styles—yet not 
in their entirety—have a distinct 
bearing on the mode. 

The Silhouette In The Process Of 
Making 

We were routed out of our feel- 
ing of security in the straight line 
silhouette by the appearance of 
width at the hemline. It was mere- 
ly a suggestion, at first, for only 
the woman with an almost unlim- 
ited purse will accept anything 
radical, preferring, rather, to wait 
until it has proven itself to be a 
permanency, not a transient thing. 

For a time it made little, if any 
difference, in the slimness of the 
silhouette—the latter was too well 
liked by the general majority to 
be easily discarded. But it has 
finally proved its worth, and the 
new models not only feature width 
at the hem, but vary it in a score 
‘of ways. It results in several basic 
Silhouettes, some more likely of 
acceptance than the others. 

It is a fact worthy of mention 
that there are so many new ideas 
in the fashion field. There are 
flares and fullness confined to the 
back of the skirt and fitted effects 
and princess lines, not to mention 
an attempt to popularize the old 
“barrel” skirt that is not judged, 
by everyone, a thing of charm. The 
flares and the fullmess will meet 
with the greatest measure of pop- 
ularity for they have already been 
tried out. 

We have become saccustamed to 
fitted hips and the neat, smooth 
line that they give us, so the bar- 
rel silhouette, with its radical 
nipped-in waist and nipped-in 
hem, Will be adopted only by the 
seeker after novelty. This is:not 
considered a logical line, and if it 
eventually becomes popular, it has, 
at least, a rough road to travel. 
The Flare A Temperamental Detail 

The flare first appeared in front, 
and was a mere suggestion. Then 
it crept about to the sides, proceed- 
ing in an erratic fashion to the 
back, where it is now seen. It may 
be circular, gathered, or an apron 
effect transferred from the front 
to the back. Again, with the aid 
of gores, an even flare is produced 
all the way round. Coats show a 
flare from the shculder, 

Molding the figure is “new” 
again. It will, no doubt, have some 
effect. on both underthings and cor- 
sets, for it requires a perfectly 
fitting foundation, if it is to be a 
success. This silhouette rounds 
out at the hips and in at the waist, 
so that there is a suggestion of 
what was once known as the 
princess line. It will appear in 
frocks, but not in coats. 

This fitted silhouette is a result 
of the Spanish influence which is 
also seen in the bolero jacket, the 
latter implied, if not real. There 
are some fitted bodicesa with full 
skirts—these are Moyen-Age, as 
are the tight sleeves finished with 
a flounce at the wrist. We are 
never wholly without the CHinese 
and Japanese influence, if in noth- 
ing else—in embroideries. 

One thing we can say—both 
fabrics and colors are modern, and 
they have no small part of the 
fashion load to carry. And they 
show improvement with every 
passing season, the former espe- 
cially, for they are more supple 
and more adaptable than they 
have ever been. Colors are rich 
rather than bold and present won- 
derful possibilities of combination.
